The public hearing on the varioils 
paving 
propositions 
for 
Palatine 
as amended to tak e care of technical 
objections which held up the former 
plans, was held before a full house at 
the 
Village 
hall Tuesday evening. 
.Six different paving units were up for 
discussion and there were only alwut 
haif a dozen tax payers that voiced 
any objections whatevo*. 
Aa at the 
former hearings the chief speak ers in 
opposition to the improvement were 
Peter Knowe, C. H. Patten, C. E. 
Julian and H. A. Pohlman and their 
objections were aimad not so 
much 
against 
the 
improvement itself as 
against the estimated prices, the fees 
of tiie engineer, attorney, etc. 
Mr. 
Knowe was against doing any paving 
this year because the feared settling 
of the ditches. 
Last 
winter 
Mr. 
Knowe made a motion before a public 
hearing which instructed the 
Board 
of Local 
Improvements 
to proceed 
with all possible speed 
on the new 
paving program for 19 25. The ditches 
are certainly in better conditions now 
than at the time Mr. Knowe put his 
original motion for speedy action, and 
his attitude in that matter is hard 
for the public to understand. 
President Danielsen in answering 
the objectors stated the Board were 
willing to go as far as was possible 
in mak ing reductions and that any 
tax payer who thought his assessment 
was wrong would be given an oppor­ 
tunity to meet the Commissioner and 
see just how his assessment had been 
figured. 
Village Attorney Peck made a com­ 
prehensive talk in which he went into 
litail 
as 
to the 
proceedings and 
lurt hearings from the very start of 
le ptt^rram up to the prisent time 
T. Peck in his talk laid the cards of 
Board out on the table face up 
and told the assembled citizens just 
what had been done and just what 
was proposed to do. The outstanding 
features of Mr. Peck ’s talk were— 
That a technicality in describing the 
depth of the sewer an item amount­ 
ing to from 50c to $1.9 0 in an $18 ,000 
improvement was the reason for the 
throwing out of the Frwmont street 
proposition and the holding up of all 
the others. .The ruling of the Judge 
in thi.s case was based on a Supreme 
court ruling which was handed down 
after the Palatine proceedings 
had 
been sUrted.

This also, the Village 
refused. 
President Danielsen 
made 
the offer of a 10% reduction to every­ 
one—objections and non objection; 
all alik e. This the objectors attorneys 
refused to agree to. 
President Danielsen once mure em- 
phaticaly stated that in the matter of 
reductions all should be treated alik e 
whether represented in Court as ob­ 
jectors or not. 
Mr. Knowe repudiated any offer of 
settlement made by his attorneys and 
stated he would not accept any reduc­ 
tion no matter how great as it was 
his belief that the paving should not 
be done this year. 
One moment he 
talk ed of fairness and getting togeth­ 
er, and the nex t instant threatened 
a continued fight and told the Board 
they wouldn’t get any further in the 
nex t six months than they had in the 
pr.st

m eter; constructing new brick catchbasins and con­ 
necting same to manholes with vitrifie<l tile p ip e 
of eight (8) inches intem al diameter; the grading 
and levelling the p arkways, adjusting existing man­ 
holes and catch ba.sins to line and grade and the 
p aving w ith a one course reinforced Portland cement 
concrete p avement with exp ansion joints made of 
asp haltic felt and wdth steel p rotection p lates and 
writh curbs built integral with the p avement. 
Which imp rovement is more p articularly described in 
said ordinance, together with an estimate of the cost of 
said imp rovement, omitting land to be acquired, and we 
hereby recommemi the p as.sage of said ordinance and the 
making of the imp rovement de.scribed therein.

p avement 
has been struck off and rolled. The top 
and roadway surface of the curb shall 
be 
finished 
with one-half ( ^ ) inch 
(included in above total thicknesses) 
m ortar comp osed by volume of one ( 1 ) 
p art of Portiand cement and two (2 ) 
p arts of fine aggregate, and shall be 
given a smooth brush finish. 
Said curb shall be constructed di­ 
rectly up on the subgrade. 
The curb shall be so built th a t the 
elevation of the top of the curb and 
the elevation of the gutter line shail

All streets and all extensions of 
streets herein p rovided to be imp roved

and grades. Grading shall include all 
ctits, fills,and all earth or rock movir* 
where such work is necessary' for this 
irip iovement. The subgrade shall be 
brought to the p rop er form and grade 
and .« hall be brought to a firm com­ 
p acted surface by rolling, tamp ing, or 
other suitable means.

p oint one (1) inch below tlie lop of 
the sidewalks, where sidewalks exist. 
Where no sidew'alks exist the p ark­ 
way shall be graded level with the top 
of the curb for a distance of five (5) 
feet away from the curb, and thence 
shall slop e up or down uniformly to 
meet the existing ground at the .'trceî 
lines. 
All soft and sp on"'’ sp ots and all 
vegetable or p erishable m atter shall be 
entirely removed from the subgrade

All surp lus excavated material shaL 
be removed fiom the site of the im­ 
p rovement.

The concrete p avement shall be con- 
.structed between the gutter lines as 
hereinbefore sp ecified in such manner 
that a transver.se section of the fin-

of the

the center line grades and the gutter 
line grade as given on the drawings 
hereto attachée!. The crown or ri.se 
in the top surface of the p avement 
shall be as showm by the center line 
elevations and the gutter elevations 
on attached drawings. 
All p avements herein p rovided for 
shall have a uniform 
thickness 
of 
seven (7) inches. 
Concrete for the said concrete p ave­ 
ments shall be comp osed by volume of 
one (1) p art of Portland cement, tw’o 
(2 ) p arts of fine aggregate and three 
and one-half (3 4 ) p arts of coarse 
aggregate. 
These ingre<lients shall 
l>e 
mixed in a batch mixer and the 
mixing shall continue until the same 
are 
uniformly 
distributed- and the 
concrete 
is 
unifoiro 
in color and 
homogeneous and sufficient w’ater shall 
be adoed so as to p roduce a concrete 
w’hich can be sp read into p osition with 
a temiilate, but the amount of w'ater 
used shall not be sufficient to cause a 
sep aration of the coarse aggregate 
from the m ortar in handling the con­ 
crete, and said concrete shall be of a 
consistency such that the m ortar will 
flush to the .'urface under light tam p ­ 
ing. 
The mixing of said concrete shall 
continue in the drum of the mdxer 
not less than one (1) minute, and th» ^ 
drum shall be comp letely emp tied be­ 
fore receiving material for the suc­ 
ceeding 
batch. 
The drum shall re­ 
volve at a rate of sp eed sp ecified for

The mdxer shall be p rovided with an 
accurate

irtutic timing device, and shall be oi 
the boom and oacket delivery typ e. 
The method of measuring the ma­ 
terials for concrete, including water, 
shall be one which shall insure uni­ 
form p rop orrion of each of the m ater­ 
ials at all time.« .
